“ Unless the 
appro priatio ns 
are 
increased abo v e what 
the 
bu dget 
co mmittee 
has reco mmended, 
the 
ho me will be faced with the neces­ 
sity o f refu sing admittance to many 
o rphans o f the Wo rld war v eter­ 
ans,**- Co mmander Mkr-Nu tt declared. 
“ The actio n o f the bu dget co mmittee 
represents what we feel to be a false 
eco no my , eco no my at the 
sacrifice 
o f adequ ately preparing the o rphan­ 
ed children o f v eterans fo jr fu tu re 
citizenship.

4. That “ if they adm it,” referring 
to those who sought the investiga­ 
tion, “ they had no admissable evi­ 
dence, why proceed further here 
H arris took the

of the m ajority report for postpone­ 
ment of the resolution after demo­ 
cratic leaders had gone uninterrupt­ 
ed for an hour.

A Gloomy Outlook 


R. \Y. Dunlap, assistant secretary 
of agriculture, speaking 
befo re 
a 
fa nne rs ’ institute at Anderson, gave 
a rath er gloomy outlook o f the fu­ 
ture fo r agriculture, 
lie said 
that 
there were signs of agricultural de­ 
cline before the world war and that 
the war only 
hastened what ulti­ 
mately would have come. 


According to Mr. Dunlap's way of 
thinking, however, agriculture is not 
without hope. Some of the changes 
needed, he said to bring abo ut a re ­ 
vival, are: 


“ Increased 
farm 
eilicieiicy; de­ 
creased acreage in tilled land; in­ 
creased production per acre, but a 
decrease in the to tal cro p production 
o f some cro ps; 
improvement 
of 
quality; 
standardizatio n 
of 
farm 
pro ducts; efficient 
m arketing; 
and 
more o rganizatio n and 
co operation 
amo ng farm ers. AH o f this the f a r ­ 
mer m ust do fo r himself, but, in a d­ 
dition. to the things which the f a r ­ 
mer himself can do to better his co n­ 
dition, lie is entitled to and should 
receive such help fro m o ur state and 
federal go vernments as will assist 
him in receiving fo r his capital and 
labo r returns equal to tho se received 
bv industry, commerce and labo r." 
As an argument, fro m the sta nd­ 
po int of pure economics, Mr. D un­ 
lap's 
statem ents are sound. 
They 
ring true so fa r as theory goes, but 
a farm er m ust consider facts as they* 
are, and it must be admitted that in 
recent years they have been 
hard 
facts. 
The average farm er is willing 
to 
do all these 
things th at are sug­ 
gested, but no one yet lias been able 
to devise a plan whereby cro p 
re­ 
duction could be brought abo ut 
on 
a wholesale scale. Any organization 
seeking to accomplish this one aim, 
out of all 
the 
almo st 
im po s s ib le 
go als set up for the farm er by Mr. 
Dunlap, would lie so uuwieldly that 
no thing co ncrete could 
be derived 
fro m the effort. 
Farm ers are co nstantly 
striving 
to improve the quality o f their pro ­ 
duces ami their yields. Some o f them 
have endeavored to » market 
then 
pro ducts more efficiently and at less 
expense through co-operative 
o r­ 
ganizatio ns. I hev have had as much 
r 
* 
opposition from among 
their 
own 
It seem s that the biggest problem 
It seems th at the bgigest problem 
fo r the farm er, before any effort is 
made to repeal economies laws, 
is 
to spread the farm organization over 
a larger per cent of fanners and to 
get better c o -o p e r a tio n . But it 
is a 
gigantic task and one that can not 
be performed over night like magic.

Speaker Comments 
on Trials j» 


Newsboy, Which Give Invaluable 


Experience—Stories Related 


Thirty newsboys of Rushville, re- 


presenting the1 various publications 
which'are distributed daily by them, 
were the guests today noon^at the 
Regular meeting of the Kiwanis club, 
and an address was given by Bert 
Moses of this city, one of the pion- 
eer1 "newsies." " . 
•; 


In addition to the newspapers, 


there -were several other guests pre- 
sent, including Jess Jngh "of this city 
arid honorary member of the 
local 


eliA; Thomas A. -Coleman of Lafay- 
ette, and a former'district governor, 
Roy E. iflarrolcl, Derby Green, both 
«f this city; Lieutenant 
Governor 


John Early and John W. Adams, 
both of. Greenfield, and little Carolyn 
Hester, who -was celebrating Tier 
seventh -birthday anniversary as the 
guest of her father, Curt Hester. 


Bert Moses, in speaking to 
the 


newsboys, told them of the 
differ- 


ences of the present day 
newsboy 


and when he .was a carrier. He start- 
ed when a young fellow on the Rush- 
ville Republican, and carried his pa- 
pers in a basket, not from house to 
house, but to the postoffiee, where 
the customers called for their mail. 


The speaker told the carriers that 


they -would be the business and pro- 
fessional men of the city before long, 
and that probaibly 25'years 
from 


now, 
some of them would be taking 


out tonsils,'or appendix or some 
would be lawyers getting men out of 
•jail, or putting them in jail, 
and 


that some- would be ministers in'the 
pulpit '.preaching goodness. 


Mr. Moses discussed' opportuni- 


ties of a newsboy, and told of sev- 
eral well known Americans who at 
one time were no—'—<;. He 
first 


discussed Benjamin Franklin, who 


had. 
a meager education, but devel- 


oued into the best educated man in 
the country, and became a diplomat, 
a statesman, a flnanceer and a jour- 
nalist. 


He also referred to Thomas A, 


Edison, -who also had the misfortune 
o'f not having an education, but who 
possessed an inventive genius that 
raised him to a place far above the 
average. 


The speaker also told of the hard- 


ships of Abraham Lincoln, although 


not" 
a newsboy, bat fo show how 


he had risen from an humble home 
to greatness. 


"Yon newsboys have your trou- 


bles," Mr. Moses told them. 
"You 


have your trouble, trials and prob- 
lems. You come in contact with the 
grouch, and all 'kinds of people with, 
various dispositions. AT newsboy gets 
blamed for many things. The papers 
blow away, or get wet, and .every- 
thing that the wind does, or the rain 
does, he gets the blame for it. 


"These boys are getting an edu- 


cation. They are being, taught book- 
keeping, collections, soliciting 
for 


new subscribers and business, and 
they are learning to be prompt 
at 


their work, and deliver their papers

HOME SUPPORT REDUCED 


Recommendation For New School 
At Kntghtstown Home 
Denied— 


Population On The- Increase 


Indianapodis, • Ind., 
Feb. 3—Ap- 


propriation 'by| the general assembly 
of Indiana of the full amount asked 
for the State Soldiers' and Sailors' 
Orphans' home at Knightstown, by 
its trustees, instead of the greatly/ 
reduced amount recommended by the. 
state budget committee, is urged by 
the Indiana Department 
of 
the 


Aimerican Legion, Department Com- 
mander Paul V. Mc5fntt announced 
here today. 
. 
• 


"Unless the appropriations are 


increased above what 
the 
budget 


committee has recommended, 
the 


home win be faced with the neces- 
sity of refusing admittance to many 
orphans of the World war veter- 
ans,*1' Commander MieNutt declared. 
"The action of the budget committee 
represents what we feel to be a false, 
economy, economy at the 
sacrifice 


of adequately preparing the orphan- 
, 


ed children of veterans fojr future ' 
citizenship. 


"The Legion feels that this is a 


mistake and an injustice and urges 
that action be taken to appropriate 
the amounts "needed for the home, 
as originally recommended by 
the- 


trustees." 
/ 


The budget committee recommend- 


ed an appropriation of $240,900 for 
the home for 1927-1928 and of 
$221,300 for 1928-29. The amounts 
asked toy the trustees and endorsed 
'by. the Legion total $3^0,000 
for 


1927-28 and $410,685 for 1928-29. -. 
The latter amount includes $225,- 
000 for a school. 


Provision was made under the 


recommendations iof the state bud- 
get committee, Mr. MeNutt pointed_ 
out, for a per capita cost less than 
what it actually! cost last year to^ 
support each child in the institution. 
The situation is especially critical, . 
as the number of children to be 
cared for at the home is expected, 
to increase approximately 100 per 
year until about 1933, including, the 
rapidly growing number of children 
of World war. veterans in need of 


ire. 
Support per child at the 
home 


runs about $480 per'year, the Le- 
gion leader said. "Yet the budget 
committee »has allowed for the ex- 
pected increase in the number , o'f 
children at the rate of only $300 
per child iper year." 


The largest single item stricken 


from the requests by the budget 
committee iwas one for $225,00_0 fpr 
a school building at the home. Mr. 
MeNutt pointed out that if the home 
grows as the presnt figures indicate 
it will, in two years the home will 
not 'be alble to school the children

know a few things about our attor- 
ney general," Saunders 
continued. 


"I ain told that the attorney gen- 
eral met with the 
Marion county 


grand jury during its political in- 
vestigation while the prosecuting at- 
torney) and his deputies 
were ex- 


cluded. 
; 


Harris summed up objections 
to 


the legislative investigation, a§ eon- 
eurred-in by every republican mem- 
ber and opposed by every demo- 
crat, on the grounds: 


1. That no evidence was submit- 


ted to his committee that would be 
admissable, even as circumstantial, 
in any court. 
. 2. That the legislature is without 
constitutional authority to conduct 
such an investigation and 
would 


have no, authority to attempt to ob- 
tain evidence now in the hands of a 
grand jury. 


3. That Thomas Adams, Vincen- 


nes publisher, whose charges 
had 


been°sifted-toy a grand jury, "does 
not possess one scintilla of evidence 
which would be admissable 
in 


court." 


4. That "if they adtuit," referring 


to those who sought the investiga- 
tion, "they had no admissable evi- 
dence, why proceed further here " 


Harris took the floor in 'behalf 


of the majority) report for postpone- 
ment of the resolution -after demo- 
cratic leaders had gone uninterrupt- 
ed for an hour. 


"This resolution,7' he said, "pre- 


sents no question •with which you are 
not already familiar. It was intro- 
duced Jan. 19 and has "been in the 
hands of judiciary 
A. committee 


since that time. 


"It is not true that wfe have wil- 


fully withheld consideration of it. 
We have neither • tried' to 'suppress 
the resolution nor to delay action 
on it. 
' -'' . 


"We tried diligently to get evi- 


dence that would l>e admissable in 
court. Nothkg was submitted to us 
that would even be considered in a 
court as circumstantial evidence. 


"Two years ago a similar resolu- 


tion was offered. 
The ways and 


means committee of the house and 
the finance committee of the senate 
at that time joined in appointing a 
sub-committee' to investigate the 
charges of alleged irregularities 
in 


the state-highway commission. 


"I chanced to 'be a^ member 01 


that committee and recognized much 
of the evidence submitted here 
as 


having been 
investigated .at that 


time." 


Harris then went to some length 


in describing disposition 'of certain 
surplus war materials by the • state 
highway commission. 


It was the disposal of surplus war 


materials that led to indictment oli 
two officials of the 
state highway 


commission^ and four other persons 
nearly two years ago. 


The indictments were never calfed 


for trial and are still pendiiig in the 
Marion county; court. 


"Thotoas Adams, in articles which 


have had 
widespread' circulation 


made serious charges against, olfi- 
cials and departments of the state," 
Harris continued:

terwards found him,self put on a
